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Dunolly Castle is a picturesque ivy-clad tower standing 
on a prominent crag at the entrance to Oban Bay. It was 
for many years a fortress of the Lords of Lome. The 
view from the Castle is magnificent—southward, the Sound 
of Kerrera, and to the west, the Sound of Mull with Duart 


Castle at its entrance. 
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
